“I want to improve our hos- 
pita] services,” he said. “We 
need more playgrounds and 
parks for our children. We must 
continue our health services, in- 
cluding rubbish and garbage col- 
lection. All of these services 
depend to a great extent on the 
continuance of the earnings tax. 
That is why I support the 
amendment.”

Ward Democratic and Repub- 
lican Organizations, held at the

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GUIDED MISSILE 
BASE IN GERMANY 


20 to 25 Reported Killed 
in Explosion at 
Launching Field of 
‘Matadors.’ 


BITBURG, Germany, Sept. 23 
(UP)—A ‘searing explosion ripped 
a huge fuel storage tank at this 
strategic United States pilotless 
bomber base late today, show- 
ering American, French and 
German military and civil offi- 
cials with flaming oil. 

First German police reports 
said between 20 and 25 Amer- 
icans, French and Germans were 
killed. Another 50 were report- 
ed injured. 

The French and German offi- 
cials were visiting the base when 
the blast occurred, German po- 
lice said. 

The Bitburg air base is the 
staging area for the only squad- 
ron of “Matador” pilotless bomb- 
ers known to be stationed on the 
continent and also is the base 
for American jet fighters. 

German police said at least 
50 injured had been admitted 
to German hospitals in the area, 

Officials of the fire depart- 
ment or nearby Trier said 26 
persons were dead and “10 oth- 
ers still missing.” 

Trier firemen, who went to 
the scene, said the explosion 
came during a demonstration of

“Treatment for radiation is 
very difficult and not many vic- 
tims are fortunate enough to re- 
ceive the expert treatment that 
Kuboyama did. The fact that he 
died shows the terrible nature 
of the atom and hydrogen bombs.

140,000 Troops Take Part 
in Maneuvers, Most of 
Them European. 


SENNELAGER, Germany, 
Sept. 23 (UP)}—A predominately 
European army was carrying out 
a vast military maneyver today

European Units Test Ability to 
Bottle Up Soviet Navy. 
LONDON, Sept. 23 (UP) — 
Warships and planes of six Euro- 
pean nations fanned out from 
the Arctic to the Bay of Biscay 
today in a maneuver testing the 
West's ability to bottle up the 
Soviet navy in case of war. 


Special precautions were or- 
dered to make sure the maneu- 
vering fleets don't actually run 
into the Russians. 


Nearly 60 ships and some 300 
planes joined the 10-day Atlan- 
tic pact exercise covering 1000 
miles of north Atlantic seaways. 


As in the Allied land maneu- 
vers now in progress in West 
Germany, the emphasis is on 
Europe's ability to defend itself 
without front line help from the 
United States. Britain, Canada, 
France, Holland, Denmark and 
Norway pooled forces under 
British Adm. Sir Michael Denny, 
allied commander in the eastern 
Atlantic.

W. O' Daniel are subordinate to 
CINCPAC. Gen. William C. 
Chase’s military mission in For- 
mosa also comes under Stump’s 
control. As far as the China 
coast is concerned Hull com- 
mands north of Formosa while 
Stump commands from Formosa 
to the South.

HONG KONG. 

OR eighteen months I have 

been dreaming of the day 

when I could escape from the 
mental torture of the Chinese 
Communists and tell the free 
world about it, but now that I 
am free and nobody can tell me 
what to write anymore, the 
shock is so great—so sudden—so 
unbelievable—that I am having 
trouble writing this. 

For twenty years I had 
dreamed about sailing a boat 
around the world, and finally I 
got my boat. She was the 42- 
foot gaff-rigged cutter, the Kert. 

I knew I was on the edge of 
dangerous territory here in 
Hong Kong so close to Red 
China, but somehow it did not 
occur to me that if I sailed the

In East Germany, the Kremlin is rapidly building 
up-a fully Russianized industrial satellite which supplies the 
Communist world with heayy machinery, vehicles, ships, infra-red 
airplane sights, optical equipment, chemicals, coal and uranium. 


In living standards, political

East Germany is a world apart 
from West Germany. In the 
Soviet occupation zone a man 
may pay half a month’s wages 
for a shoddy suit for himself 
or his wife, even if he is rela- 
tively well paid.

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At the Water’s Edge 

The late Republican Senator Arthur H. Van- 
denberg of Michigan—one of the most patriotic 
men of our times—said that partisanship stopped 
at the water's edge. 

The Vandenberg counsel is just as sound to- 
day as when it was first spoken and we hope 
that President Eisenhower will give it new cur- 
rency on his political swing through Montana, 
Washington, Oregon and California. Partisan- 
ship should stop at the water's edge and that is 
just what it is now not doing. 

There is little profit in trying to decide who 
cast the first stone. Vice President Nixon was 
far out of bounds when he told the Young Re- 
publican gathering in Milwaukee in early sum- 
mer that the Democrats in Washington were to 
blame for the French losses in Indochina. That 
was a renewal of the 1952 Republican campaign 
theme that the Democrats caused the fall of 
China to the Communists. Both were unadulter- 
ated partisanship. 

The hope that this oversimplified blame for 
complicated foreign problems would not be 
tossed into the midterm congressional campaign 
was one that every citizen might well have held. 
Yet Mr. Nixon, on taking the stump as the Ad- 
ministration’s leading campaign orator, quickly 
returned to his blame-it-all-on-the-Democrats 
stand. He did so, for example, in his television 
speech in St. Louis last Friday night. 


This brought Democratic reaction, inevitably 
perhaps but certainly unfortunately. Replying to 
Mr. Nixon, Senator Symington of Missouri sought 
to turn the reverses the free world has suffered 
back on the Republican Administration, includ- 
ing particularly Secretary of State Dulles. At 
Indianapolis, Adlai E. Stevenson was subtle about 
it, but his intent must have been the same: 
to make at least some measure of political cap- 
ital out of the EDC collapse and the unhappy 
peace terms in Indochina. 

Then the 1952 Democratic standard bearer 
went on to say that “all around the world 
American prestige—our good name and the 
respect of both friend and foe—has suffered.” 
The reason, he found, is the split in the Re- 
publican party—a split so deep “that it can- 
not pursue consistent policies anywhere.” 

To these Democratic vaices of criticism, Sena- 
tor Kefauver has now added his. The able Dem- 
ocratic Senator from Tennessee, speaking in 
San Francisco, sets his denunciation of the Re- 
publican foreign policy against his sojourn in 
Europe from which he has just returned. He 
says Europeans are dismayed at the Eisenhower- 
Dulles conduct of foreign affairs. 

There can be no question as to this split be- 
tween the Eisenhowers, Dulleses and Wileys, on 
the one side, and the McCarthys, Brickers and 
Jenners, on the other. Nor can there be any 
question that many Democrats gave the Presi- 
dent better support on foreign affairs tests in 
Congress than did many Republicans. But the 
course of both reason and safety is not to 
sharpen up these differences now merely for 
the sake of partisan exploitation. 

Where there is a fundamental issue either for- 
eign or domestic, let it be illuminated by fullest 
discussion. That is the way of democracy and 
if it costs something in unity that price will 
necessarily be paid. But it is not debating a 
fundamental issue for the Republicans to say 
that the Democrats lost China and for the Dem- 
ocrats to come back and say that the Republicans 
lost Indechina. Obviously both had much better 
be concerned about not losing India. 


Actually Mr. Stevenson himself said why there 
should not be this dangerous indulgence in par- 
tisanship in the difficult field of foreign affairs. 
He said at the formal launching of the Demo- 
cratic campaign in Indianapolis: 

It matters greatly whether reason or 
passion guides our choice. Reason will en- 
lighten and elevate our understanding and 
it will discover in controversy the springs 
of new unity. Passion will poison the po- 
litical atmosphere in which the nation must 
meet the tests of the future. 

The fact is we are Americans, first, last 
and always, and may the day never come 
when the things that divide us seem more 
important than the things that unite us. 
Surely one of the things that should unite us 

ought to be a common front to the world on 
how to conduct our international relations in 
a day when seeming divisive weakness might in- 


. vite atomic destruction.

A legislative committee has 
proposed a scheme for rewriting the state Con- 
stitution to “abolish” public schools, and replace 
them with private“ schools, segregated and pub- 
licly supported. 

What the South needs at this juncture is 
Southerners with the courage to say that this 
sort of legal subterfuge, apart from being an 
evasion of the highest court of the land, cannot 
possibly work in the long run. 

All the clever lawyers and loophole drafters 
in the country cannot permanently. obscure the 
basic fact that publicly financed schools are 
public schools. This being the basic fact, the 
courts are bound to recognize it as such in the

long run. Setting up fake “private” school sys- 
tems may purchase a few months’ or years’ de- 
lay for those Southern states which try it, but 
that is surely all it can do. 

Instead of going to all the trouble of ‘vainly 
trying to defeat the plain intent of the Supreme 
Court, why would not all the Southern states 
be wise to set themselves, as some already have, 
the more constructive task of soberly and quiet- 
ly working out a practical way to obey the law? 
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Questions in the Prison Riot 

The bloody riot at the Missouri Penitentiary 
in Jefferson City occurred in spite of ample 
forewarnings in the form of riots over the past 
two years or more in other prisons throughout 
the United States. More than two dozen riots 
preceded the Jefferson City debacle, in prisons 
from New Jersey to California and from Michi- 
gan to Louisiana. One of them was very close 
to home, at the Illinois State Penitentiary at 
Menard. ' 

How could it happen that the riot at Jefferson 
City started in the maximum-security cellblock, 
where the more hardened criminals were being 
kept in solitary confinement? If maximum 
security there was such that 80 prisoners could 
break out with apparent ease, what was it like 
elsewhere in the prison? 

Early indications suggest strongly that there 
must have been a breach of trust somewhere 
in the institution. Negligence may be indicated 
as well, for Warden Eidson says there was no 
advance indication of what was coming. An 
alert prison administration, it seems reasonable 
to assume, should be able to detect at least the 
possibility of trouble ahead before unrest 
reaches the violent point of killing and burning. 

It is a sobering situation to which Gov. Don- 
nelly and his prison authorities sit down, to 
ponder the causes and plan against recurrence. 
Four prisoners are dead, 33 persons are injured, 
six buildings have been badly damaged, and the 
loss is estimated at as much as $3,000,000. 

Before them, as they study and plan, should 
be the statement on causes, preventive measures, 
and methods of controlling prison riots and dis- 
turbances, prepared last year by the Committee 
on Riots under the auspices of the American 
Prison Association. 

Summing up the many causes and curatives 
which its report dealt with, the committee wrote 
these words, which come now with all the 
force of a new warning on top of all the other 
warnings: 

“Prison riots should be looked upon as costly 
and dramatic symptoms of faulty prison adminis- 
tration. The causes of these faults may exist 
within the prison or outside of it. Therefore, a 
discussion of such riots must begin with a 
consideration of the basic causes of poor prison 
administration.” 
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How Autumn Came

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The Death of Kuboyama 

* Aikichi Kuboyama is dead. If the death 
of a Japanese fisherman does not seem to mean 
much in the United States, it threatens a vast 
wave of national indignation in Japan. Readers 
may learn what it means from reading the 
editorial reprinted on this page from the Asahi 
Evening News of Tokyo. 

Kuboyama was one of the crew of the fishing 
boat Lucky Dragon, which was 80 miles from 
Bikini when the hydrogen bomb was exploded 
on March 1. The boat was outside the restricted 
zone. But our scientists and military men had 
underestimated the danger of the H-bomb and 
the Lucky Dragon was showered with radio- 
active ash. 

Japan has been keeping a death watch on 
Aikichi Kuboyama for long months. One af 
the reasons for the intensity of Japanese feeling 
is that those people, as Asahi observes, are the 
only people who have experienced the inimical 
force of nuclear warfare. They felt the atom 
bomb. 

Yet, knowing this, the United States Govern- 
ment was slow to admit the error in protective 
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measures at Bikini, slow to apologize, slow to. 


offer compensation for damages. It is a ques- 
tion now whether there can be such a thing 
as compensation. Our correspondents have re- 
ported that if Aikichi Kuboyama died, Japanese- 
American relations would sink to the lowest 
point since World War II ended. 

Here is a case where a little humility by the 
world’s greatest power, possessor of the H-bomb, 
and a little plain human understanding on 
official levels might have assuaged Japanese 
feelings and lessened the emotional storm now 
breaking. As it is our Government, from White 
House to State Department to Embassy, can 
only try to communicate to Japan the sympathy 
which was not felt there before.

H-Bomb Shadow on Japan 


Tokyo newspaper says United States failed to admit gravity of 
Japan's reaction to injury of fishermen by Bikini tests; Wach- 
ington offered compensation only as favor; hard for foreigners 
to understand feelings of those who were victims of A-bomb. 


An Editorial From the Asahi Evening News, Tokyo 


Editor's note: This editorial was pub- 
lished in Tokyo two 
deals with Japan's reactions to injuries 
inflicted by the Bikini hydrogen bomb 
test on a Japanese fisherman, who died 
today. 


The fact that one of the radioactivity 
victims of the Fukuryu Maru, who had 
been reported on the way to recovery, 
has suddenly had so bad a relapse that 
it is doubtful whether he will live has 
cast a dark shadow over the hearts of 
all Japanese and made them quake be- 
fore the awesome effects of atomic radi- 
ation. 


Americans’ feelings concerning vic- 
tims of radioactive H-bomb dust report- 
edly have been very optimistic concern- 
ing medical and economic difficulties 
and have seemed to lack efforts to make 
us understand their viewpoint. 


Apparently American publie opinion 
has finally realized the seriousness of 
the incident through the report of the 
grave condition of Aikichi Kuboyama, 
and United States Amhassador John M. 
Allison visited Foreign Minister Katsuo 
Okazaki on Sept. 2, asked about the 
condition of the patient and said that 
the United States Government wished 
to give all possible aid for his recovery. 

However, Foreign Office oficials said 
that there was no possibility of the prob- 
lem of compensation for damages and 
injuries being speedily resolved because 
of the Ambassador’s visit. If the United 
States, as reported by A.P. cable, as- 
sumes the stand that it has no legal re- 
sponsibility for paying compensation, 
and that even if it does offer compensa 
tion, such payment should be consid- 
ered as an “action stemming from good- 
will,” such an attitude attests to the 
difficulty of compensation negotiations. 

It is not possible to become thorough- 
ly cognizant of the real wishes of the 
United States through this A.P. cable

alone, but we regret that such a stand 
gives the impression that compensation 
is being made simply as a favor and 
will only serve to increase antipathy to- 
ward the United States. 

There are cases wherein responsibili- 
ty must be taken even if no mistake has 
been made. We trust that the negotia- 
tions will be put forward rationally and 
that formal measures will be taken as 
soon as possible. 


Another thing we should like to ask 
is that the United States understand the 
psychology of the Japanese people, who 
were the first victims of atomic bomb- 
ing, concerning atomic and hydrogen 
bombs. It may be difficult for foreign- 
ers, who have not experienced the atom 
bonfb, to understand Japanese feelings, 
_ they should make efforts to try and

If there had been understanding con- 
cerning this psychology, then the atti- 
tude of the United States should have 
been different. The visit of the Ameri- 
can Ambassador to the Foreign Minister, 
from the viewpoint of the Japanese peo- 
ple, was much too late. 


The Foreign Office should exert its 
utmost efforts to transmit the feelings 
of the Japanese ple to the United 
States. The people are very apprehen- 
sive since the Foreign Minister himself 
made an extremely imprudent state- 
ment, which does not agree with the 
sentiments of the general public, to the 
effect that Japan will co-operate with 
the United States in the matter of 
hydrogen-bomb experiments. 


While sincerely hoping for a miracle 
to happen and the patient who is on his 
deathbed will take a turn for the better, 
we should like the public to insist that 
the Japanese and American authorities 
concerned must push forward the nego- 
tiations needed for appropriate measures 
to be taken as soon as possible. 


The Day the North Pole Tilts 


From the Bulletin of the National Geographic Society 


Summer ended and autumn arrived in 
North America at exactly 8:56 a.m. 
eastern standard time on Thursday, 
Sept. 23. Then the sun in its seeming 
southward journey stood directly above 
the earth’s equator. Day equalled night 
as the world spun on its axis. The 
passage is called the autumnal equinox. 


For the last six months, since March 
21, the sun has been north of the equa- 
tor. Ice thawed on Arctic shores, and 
hardwoods came into leaf. Now the 
sun swings south, bringing spring and 
summer in turn to South Africa, Argen- 
tina and Australia. 


Actually neither sun nor earth moves 
„north or south“ in the heavens. In- 
stead, the whirling world we live on 
moves in a giant oval around its parent 
blazing star. Like a tilting top, the 
earth spinning on its axis leans a fixed 
amount—23\%4 degrees—away from an 
imaginary perpendicular. If it were not 
so, there would be no seasons; the cli- 
mate would be endlessly the same. But 
the earth’s axis keeps this tilt, year in 
and year out. 


Thus as the earth maves around the . 


sun, first the northern half and then 


the southern half leans toward the light. 
On June 21, at summer solstice, the 
North pole tilts the full 2342 degrees 
toward the sun. On Dec. 21, at winter 
solstice, it leans an equal amount away. 
The two equinoxes are the midway 
points. Their name derives from the 
Latin, meaning “equal night.” 

If the air did not retain heat, the 
weather im the northern hemisphere 
would inevitably be hottest on June 21, 
coldest on Dec. 21, and halfway between 
at each equinox. But since the. atmos-

AT SCHOL SOUGHT 


Maryland Heights Mothers 
Ask County Council for 
Help in Zone. 


Thirty-five mothers of Mary- 
land Heights School pupils and 
school officials appealed yester- 
day to the St. Louis County 
Council to improve traffic con- 


trol in the vicinity of the school, 
where one child was killed by 
an automobile last week and a 
second injured less than 24 
hours later. 
After hearing the mothers, the 
council directed Traffic Manager 
William Stein to study lowering 
speed limits, installing school 
signs and stop signs near the 
school, and to make Shumate 
road, on which the school is sit- 
uated a one-way street. 
Highway Engineer Fred H. 
Kiburz was requested to study 
widening of nearby Harding 
avenue, after School Board Sec- 
retary J. G. Johnson had told 
the council that Harding, 25 
feet wide, is only half as wide as 
intersecting streets which pour 
traffic into it. 


To Report Findings. 
Stein and Kiburz were ordered 
to report their findings by next 
Wednesday’s council meeting. 
Meanwhile, members of the 
Mothers’ Protective Group, 
formed last week, are still pa- 
troling the school area at cross- 
ing times, but are being “crit- 
icized and ridiculed” by some 
drivers they halt at the danger- 
ous intersections, Mrs. Ben W. 
Pilgrim told the council. 

Mrs. Pilgram, president of the 
mothers’ patrol, renewed a plea 
for extra assistance from sher- 
iff’s and constables’ deputies in 
patroling the unincorporated 
area. She said the mothers had 
fashioned home-made armbands 
for themselves, but were having 
trouble getting compliance with 
their requests to motorists to 
slow down. 
In other actions, the council 
approved sale of .$2,400,000 in 
public improvement bonds, filed 
an opinion of County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews that the 
council should oppose a pro- 
posed surcharge on air condi- 
tioners not equipped with water 
conservers, and heard a public 
defender agency proposed.

LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP) —

TAX INSTITUTE 


ISCUSGES NEW 
REVENUE CODE 


Missouri Bar Meeting 
Hears of Sweeping 


Changes Under Re- 
vised U.S. Law. 


Effects of the 1954 Revenue 
Code, which included sweeping 
revisions in\ federal tax laws, 


were discussed today at the 
opening of the fifth annual tax 
institute, sponsored by the Mis- 
souri Bar. 

Sessions of the institute, which 
is being held at Hotel Jefferson 
in conjunction with the annual 


will continue through noon on 
Saturday. 

Changes in the law affecting 
taxes on individuals, farmers, cor- 
porations, partnerships, trusts, 
estates and gifts were explained 
by today’s speakers for the 1000 
Missouri lawyers attending the 
institute. 

Terms of Tax on Insurance. 

Life insurance is now taxable 
only where the decedent had 
“an incident of ownership” in 
the policy at the time of his 
death, or where the insurance 
is receivable by the executor, 
Karl R. Price, Washington (D.C.) 
lawyer, said in a discussion of 
new estate tax provisions. 

He pointed out that the con- 
cept of “basic” and additional” 
estate taxes is largely abolished, 
and that one table is provided 
for the computation of a single 
federal estate tax. 

The gift tax law has been 
changed to provide an exemp- 
tion in event a tenancy by the 
entirety or a joint tenancy is 
created between husband and 
wife with right of survivorship, 
Price said. 

In general, the new law will 
result in higher depreciation al- 
M. Ponder of 
Indianapolis, Ind., told the In- 
stitute in a review of provisions 
relating to corporate taxes. 

Permits Several Methods.

Adoption Problem

ke M Y husband and I follow your articles in the news- 
paper about children and have read portions of 

7 some of your books concerning the development of 

the child,” a mother writes. We have a little girl who is 
almost 4 years old. Since we can have no more children of 
our own, we are considering trying to adopt a little girl ap- 
proximately the same age as our own. 

“Is there any serious reason against adopting an older 

child, when you have an older one of your own? Our own 
‘little girl is most friendly and happy, and of an open and 
outgoing personality. We have had but the happiest time 

with her, and our friends and relatives feel she is completely 

4 unspoiled. She seems to adjust easily and well to new sit- 

z uations and new people. But would we create a problem in 

* bringing in a sister for her, her own age?

* “THE SECOND POINT we wonder about is how set are 
the behavior and personality patterns of a 3- or 4-year-old 
child. Would one be able to fit in and blend in with our 
family? I realize that would vary from child to child to 
some extent; but some characteristics may be set in any 
child. 

ou may well say, why not take a tiny baby to adopt? 
Our reasons are that first we are in our late thirties and 
just don’t want to go back to the baby stage. Second, our 
own child has no little girls in the neighborhood to play 
with and only one little boy near her age. We feel it would 
be fun to have two the same age and it would be more com- 
any for our daughter. And of course we have been told it 
‘is easier to adopt an older child than a baby.” 

The idea of taking an older child. is a good one. Many 
agencies express the wish that more people would be will- 
ing to take these older children, and not insist on having 
babies. 

But we would slightly question the idea of having one 
just the same age as your own. You are only inviting the 
inevitable problems of twinship, if the child is too near your 

own child’s age. We would prefer one either a year or two 
older, or a year or two younger, perhaps preferably younger. 
We think in terms of a normal family situation. 
* * 
MUCH OF THE ADJUSTMENT can’t be predicted. 
„Whether things will go well or ill largely depends on the 
personality of the child you adopt. Your own child sounds 
Stable and as if she could quite easily make her own ad- 
justment. 

Personality patterns are not too much more set at 3 
or 4 years than they are in infancy. What the child can be- 
come, in our opinion, is largely laid down at the time of 
birth. In general it should not be too much harder for a 3- 
or 4-year-old to adapt to your family by joining it at that 
age than if he had come in much earlier. That is, it is his 
own basic personality, not the age at which you acquire him 
(or her), which makes the most difference. 

As you perhaps know from our columns, we feel that it 
is always advisable to have a thorough developmental and 
personality examination of any child you are thinking of 
‘ adopting. Such an examination can give no final guarantee, 
but it can give you a good idea of how adoptable a prospec- 
“tive candidate is.

ALLACE KIRKLAND was 

in town the other day and 

he said the best way for a 
man to live his life was to take 
the gingerbread instead of the 
penny. At this point he was 
splashed by a gorilla but this 
did not change Kirkland’s phil- 
osophy one bit. 


Kirkland merely tossed an 
underhanded epithet at the go- 
rilla and went on about his 
business, which is taking pic- 
tures for Life magazine. 


Kirkland is a firm believer ia 
the gingerbread philosophy. The 
gingerbread means following 
your interest and getting a kick 
out of life instead of being over- 
ly preoccupied with the penny, 
which means material security. 
At no point, understand, did 
Kirkland come out against 
money—it’s just that he believes 
if a man follows his interest 
then the material part comes 
along as a matter of course. 
And you have a lot of fun to 
boot 


This outlook appears to. have 
worked out excellently for Kirk- 
land, for he has a fine time. 

“Once in a while I ask myself 
who I would trade places with 
if I could,” he said. The an- 
swer, after due deliberation, is 
nobody.” 

Now in his 60s, a grandfather, 
Kirkland continues to find an 
awful lot of gingerbread in life. 

He has been to all sorts of ro- 
mantic places, like the Khyber 
pass and the Taj Mahal and the 
gorilla cage at the St. Louis 
Zoo, this last being the exotic 
locale where we talked to him 
between leaps to avoid further 
soaking by Phil Gorilla, a celeb- 
rity who neéds a good press re- 
lations expert if ever we saw 
one. (Phil is being considered 
for a spread in Life. He couldn’t 
care less.) 

Kirkland, in his work for Life, 

has covered some 600 assign- 
ments since the magazine started 
in 1936 in its present format. 
(This was the first time his 
lighting equipment was ever 
shorted out by water thrown by 
a gorilla. Another first for St. 
Louis.) From these assignments 
some 1400 pictures, he figures, 
have appeared in the publica · 
tion. 
The total number of pietures 
he actually has taken is some- 
thing else again, for it’s a use- 
ful procedure to shoot hundreds 
of pictures on one assignment. 
Life doesn’t care. It’s got a lot 
of film. On one assignment a 
few years ago Kirkland took 
about 5000 pictures. 

“Go cover India,” his editors 
said, so he did, departing these 
shores with one broken arm, the 
result of ice being slippery. His 
feet had gone out from under 
him while working on another 
story and he had crashed to 
earth, snapping his left arm 
neatly just aft of the wrist. He 
rigged the cast up with a gadget 
so he could rest his camera on 
it and he covered India with 
one arm tied in front of him 
for a while. His pictures got a 
big play in the magazine and 
brought him much acclaim.

N addition to covering large 
| countries like India he has 

covered small animals like 
baby foxes; his picture stories 
have ranged from tadpoles, of 
which he accidentally swallowed 
about a squad, to the Miss 
America of the cow world. Na- 
ture stories are a specialty for 
him. This is how he ate the 
insecticide on his sardines. 

He was photographing an 
apprentice dragonfly engaged 
in emerging into full-fledged 
dragonflyhood. He was working 
from a rowboat. Came lunchtime 
he opened up a can of sardines, 
reached down among the various 
containers in the boat and ab- 
sently poured insecticide over 
his food, thinking it was sauce. 
After he ate some of it he de- 
tected a certain full-bodied 
flavor and his thoughts turned 
to DDT. He turned pale, think- 
ing what a peculiar way to 
expire. 

Immediately he fixed up an 
antidote, and worried on through 


‘his lonely dragonfly vigil suc- 


cessfully although, as he recalls 
it, an alert buzzard did figure 
eights over him there for a time. 
He duly recorded in his note- 
book that he was full of insecti- 
cide. He always carries a note- 
book to record such things. 

From his notebook came ma- 
terial for an upcoming book by 
Wallace Kirkland, “Recollections 
of a Life Photographer,” to go 
on the stalls Nov. 8 (Houghton- 
Mifflin.) 

Kirkland doesn’t look like he 
is in his 60s. .He looks younger; 
He is a large, tanned, rather 
rugged looking man, with an 
aware eye and an anecdote for 
any occasion. 

A native of Jamaica, Kirkland 
came to the United States when

he was 14 years old. As a boy 
he lived on the coconut planta- 
tion, called Retreat, where he 
was born. His feeling for the 
island is deep and everlasting. 
He left because a hurricane. de- 
stroyed the house where he was 
born- and ruined his 
plantation business. He went 
back, in 1953. 

He was on assignment for his 
magazine, to photograph the 
scenes of his boyhood.
